FARMING will remain at 
the heart of the Oswestry 
Show, its new chairman has 
pledged ahead of the 127th 
one-day event. 

The new chairman, Mal¬ 
colm Roberts, said there 
would be new attractions 
and features this year. But 
he said the basis of the pop¬ 
ular event had to remain 
agricultural. 

The show, being held this 
year on August 3, regularly 
attracts 20,000 people. 

Visitors in 2013 will enjoy 
the improvements carried 
out over the past 18 months 
to the 37-acre showground. 

Mr Roberts said: “Thanks 
to a grant obtained from 
Shropshire Council’s Mar¬ 
ket Towns Revitalisation 
Programme, improvements 
have been made to roads and 
disabled car parks. 

“A new roof has been put 
onto the show pavilion and 
there is a new grandstand.” 

The biggest change is the 
moving of the show office 
from Arthur Street in the 
town centre to the ground. 

Mr Roberts took over the 
role of chairman in April. He 
paid tribute to the hard 
work of retiring chairman 
Philip Jones. 

“He has left the show soci¬ 
ety in a tremendous position 
for the future,” he said. 

A former Shropshire NFU 
chairman, Mr Roberts said: 
“I hope to carry on the suc¬ 
cess, introducing new attrac¬ 
tions and features but, most 
importantly, retaining the 
agricultural connections 
that is the basis of the popu¬ 
lar one-day event.

TOWN WINS £ 118K 
FOR CYCLE ROUTES 


WELSHPOOL is set to become one of the most cycle-friendly loca¬ 
tions in Wales after securing £118,000 to create specialist cycle 
routes in and around the town. 

The Welsh Government has confirmed that the cash has been awarded from 
its Safer Routes in Communities scheme following a proposal submitted by 
Powys County Council. 

The town has become a magnet for cyclists and the recent weather has brought them 
out in their droves, but it has also highlighted safety issues on the local road network. 

A consultation period will now take place, with Welshpool residents invited to have their 
input. The town council will also take a role in their development. 

Councillor Barry Thomas, Cabinet Member responsible for highways, said: “We are 

delighted that we have been awarded 
£118,000 from the Welsh Government’s 
Safer Routes in Communities scheme for 
our proposal in Welshpool. 

“We have been consulting Welshpool 
Town Council as part of drawing up these 
proposals and travel surveys have been car¬ 
ried out to find out what the public in 
Welshpool want to see as part of their cycle 
network. 

“The funding has been awarded to help 
encourage Welshpool residents to be more 
active. These cycling and walking improve¬ 
ments will all contribute towards an active 
travel network for the town. Detailed 
designs are being worked on and the works 
on the ground are due for completion by 
March 2014 at the latest.” 

Proactive 

Town Clerk Robert Robinson said he was 
delighted that the Welsh Government had 
given the green light to the proposal. 

“The Youth Council at the High School 
has helped with the early stages of this proj¬ 
ect. The works and proposals will be pre¬ 
pared and put on display. The Town Council 
is looking forward to working with Powys 
County Council on this project.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies wel¬ 
comed the news: “Welshpool has been par¬ 
ticularly proactive in encouraging cycling, 
as highlighted by its presence on the Tour 
of Britain in the last few years,” he said. 

“It is a great way to improve fitness and 
allows cyclists to fully take in the beautiful 
Montgomeryshire landscape. 

“The Welsh Government grant is an 
important step in not only encouraging 
more residents in and around Welshpool to 
become more active and saddle up, but will 
also serve to improve cyclist safety, which is 
of particular importance on rural highways 
such as Montgomeryshire’s.” 

Welshpool has hosted several rounds of 
the recent Hafren Cycling Club Time Trial 
summer series and has reintroduced the 
Beat The Train race as a cycling event from 
Llanfair to Raven Square.

Tragic son remembered

THE heartbroken parents of a 21-year-old 
Oswestry man have paid tribute to their 
son, who died after getting into difficulties 
while swimming in a river last week. 

Devastated couple Dave and Denise 
Lawrence spoke to The Chronicle following 
the death of their son Anthony. 

Anthony died after swimming at an iso¬ 
lated location near the confluence of the 
River Dee and Ceiriog on Tuesday, July 16. 

He was pulled from the water by emer¬ 
gency services after a search involving offi¬ 
cers from West Mercia and North Wales 
Police and airlifted to the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital, but attempts to revive him were 
unsuccessful. 

This week the couple spoke of their sad¬ 
ness that their son would not be able to fol¬ 
low his dream of travelling to Japan with his 


girlfriend Faye Merley to explore the coun¬ 
try’s art and culture. 

They described Anthony as “a young lad 
who was the very best of men.” 

Mr and Mr Lawrence, of Lower Brook 
Street, Oswestry, said: “Anthony did not 
reinforce the perceived stereotypes of 
teenage years or early adult life. 

“He was never in trouble, respectful of 
other people, happy to help and to do his fair 
share of chores and was committed as much 
to his family as he was to his friends. 

“A gifted and talented artist with a pas¬ 
sion for manga animation, he would spend 
many happy hours creating and then draw¬ 
ing brilliant new characters in vivid colour 
and extraordinary detail.”

Council to 
reject cash 
from wind 
farm firm 

COUNCILLORS in Welsh¬ 
pool were last night set to 
refuse any offer of money for 
community benefit from a 
wind farm developer. 

West Coast Energy plans 
to build the 12-turbine Tirg- 
wynt wind farm near Carno 
and is asking for groups to 
submit applications for com¬ 
munity projects which need 
a funding boost. 

It is set to donate £15,000 
per year for as long as the 
wind turbines are running 
to local community councils, 
but Welshpool Town Council 
says it will reject any offer of 
funding. The council was 
due to meet to discuss a rec¬ 
ommendation from its plan¬ 
ning, development and 
environment committee to 
reject funding from wind 
farm developers due to its 
stance on the energy. 

The report to the council 
said: “For the life of the 
working turbines £15,000 a 
year will be divided between 
seven councils. The reason 
for the distribution method 
is that it would remove dis¬ 
agreements between com¬ 
munities as to where the 
money would be spent. 

“The committee recom¬ 
mends that the town council 
rejects any offer of commu¬ 
nity benefit from this wind 
farm on the basis that the 
council objects to all wind 
farm development. 

The plans for the Tirg- 
wynt wind farm were 
approved by Powys County 
Council in 2010.

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To T or not to T.. a burning 
question on village's name

TO T or not to T is the burning 
question in a village near 
Oswestry. 

A debate on whether the letter T should 
appear in the spelling of the village of 
Llansantffraid has raged on for more than 
a century. 

The village had been spelled Llansantf¬ 
fraid since the mid-1800s, until the T was 
dropped by Powys County Council in 2008, 
claiming it was correcting a historical mis¬ 
take. 

Some locals insist their picturesque vil¬ 
lage is called Llansantffraid while others 
are equally adamant that it is called 
Llansanffraid. 

Others have been left wondering whether 
the whole affair is something of a storm in 
a teacup. 

Discussions have been taking place on 
whether a parish poll should be carried out 
to hear the public’s view. 

The vote plans have been put on hold for 
further discussions to take place on whether 
the T should be there or not. 

Even various bodies connected to the vil¬ 
lage seem to have differing views. 

Post bosses prefer no T but the bowls 
club favours using a T. The village football 
club was spelt with a T before it moved to 
Oswestry and became The New Saints. 

Powys County Council argued that when 
it made the change to remove the T in 2008, 
it was correcting a mistake dating back to 
the mid-1800s, when a translation 
described Celtic Saint Brigit as a man 
rather than a woman. 

Since then the debate has continued and 
according to locals, agreement still cannot 
be reached today. 

Jason Stokes, who runs the Grove Interi¬ 
ors antiques, furniture and computer busi¬ 
ness in the village, said: “I don’t remember 
even being asked when they changed it last 
time. 

“I think they changed it for historical rea¬ 
sons but people do have different views. 

“I have not really thought about what I 
would prefer, but I did change the way I 
spelt it to without a T when the council 
changed it a few years ago. I don’t know if 
it makes a great difference - most people 
don’t pronounce the T anyway.” 

Jan Lyndley, who runs the Jugs B&B 
business with her partner Colin Turner, 
said she wanted to see the debate resolved 
one way or the other. 

She said: “We have been here for three

years so we are not as passionate about it as 
some people but I suppose we would just like 
to know where we stand. 

“We need to know for our brochures and 
things.” 

Mr Turner said: “I don’t think we mind 
either way but it would be good to have a 
decision. I think there are about eight 
Llansantffraids in Wales so the spelling 
could be important.” 

Hairdresser Gemma Perry, 27, from 
Oswestry, said she favoured having the T. 

She said: “I would say put the T back in, 
it is the way it has been for as long as I can 
remember.” 

Trish Counsell, who runs Cutting Edge 
hair salon in the village, said: “I think the 
signs should have a T. It has been a T since 
I can remember and it is spelled with a T on 
my business cards. 

“I have always used a T and it has never

caused me or the business any trouble.” The 
spelling debate has even reached other parts 
of Wales, according to workers who have 
been sub-contracted to carry out repairs on 
the village’s river bridge. 

Tom Hughes and Anthony Evans are trav¬ 
elling from Trawsfynydd to the site. 

Mr Hughes said: “I would say leave it out 
because it is easier to say without the T but 
it is really up to the villagers.” 

Mr Evans said: “It is a village thing and 
whatever the villagers say, they should do.” 

Susan Martin, from the luxury Bryn 
Tanat Hall hotel at Llansantffraid, added: 
“Let’s keep the T in, we use the T in all our 
brochures and advertising. 

“It has had a T for many, many years.” 

Powys County Council spokesman John 
Evans said the change was made when work 
was carried out to create a list of place 
names in partnership with the Welsh Place 


Name Standardisation Committee. The com¬ 
mittee is a national body led by the Welsh 
Language Board, Welsh Assembly Govern¬ 
ment, the Ordnance Survey, academics and 
local authorities. 

Mr Evans said community councils were 
consulted as part of the original standardis¬ 
ation work and Llansantffraid Community 
Council acknowledged the work, although it 
did not comment on the proposals. 

The village’s Powys county councillor 
Gwynfor Thomas said plans for a parish poll 
had been put on hold to allow further talks 
to be held between villagers involved in the 
debate later this month. 

Mr Thomas said: “The debate is continu¬ 
ing and we will hopefully be able to find a 
way forward. 

“We are trying to find a solution and that 
could be to have it with or without a T - and 
even dual naming has been considered.”

‘White van man’ 
is given 17 years 
for sexual abuse 

A FARM worker who repeatedly sexually abused 
young girls over the course of a decade in and 
around Trefonen has been jailed for a total of 17 
years. 

Charles Stealey, referred to as “the white van 
man” in the village near Oswestry, was convicted 
of a dozen offences, including three of rape. 

The 51-year-old carried out assaults in the back 
of his van, as well as at the homes of his victims 
and at other locations around the village. 

Passing sentence at Birmingham Crown Court 
on Friday, Judge Peter Barrie told Stealey that he 
had caused “grave and lasting harm” to both of his 
young victims. 

In addition Stealey was made subject of an indef¬ 
inite sex offences prevention order, banning him 
from unsupervised contact with any female under 
16. 

He was banned from working with children for 
life and will be on the sex offenders’ register for an 
indefinite period. 

Stealey, who used to live in Trefonen, had denied 
20 sexual abuse allegations between 2000 and 2010, 
and claimed that one of the victims had told “a pack 
of lies”. 

The jury convicted Stealey of 12 abuse charges - 
including three rapes - involving the two girls who 
were under 16. He was cleared of four further 
charges of rape and one of sexual assault relating 
to a middle-aged woman. 

The jury failed to reach verdicts on two other 
abuse allegations involving a third young girl and 
the prosecution said it would not be seeking a re¬ 
trial and formal not guilty verdicts were recorded.

Maen, Lower Brook Street, 
Oswestry, said: “Anthony was an 
intelligent, deep thinker. 

“He loved to engage in conver¬ 
sation with family and friends 
and loved to search a topic of 
conversation to get a greater 
depth of understanding of the 
subject that caught his imagina¬ 
tion. 

Complete 

“His girlfriend of two years, 
Faye, was the love of his life, 
always on the same wavelength, 
they looked as if they were cut 
from the same cloth, together 
they looked the complete couple. 

“They had a wonderful week’s 
holiday together just the week 
before Anthony died and as his 
immediate family we would like 
to pay tribute to and thank Faye 
for the love and happiness she 
shared with Anthony and for 
genuinely making these last two 
years the happiest of his life. 

“Aside from his peers, 
Anthony would quite readily 
admit that amongst his very best 
and closest friends was his mum 
who he loved as a mother but 
talked to and spent time with as 
a friend as well as a parent.

“Anthony loved his family deeply. He 
was a special person to them from the 
time he was born to the time he died. 

“Aged just 21, his family still thought 
of him as a young lad, but he was tall, 
physically strong and at the same time 
gentle, kind, caring and considerate. 

“This young lad was the very best of 
men.” 

The couple said Anthony and Faye had 
spoken of a long held ambition of going 


to Japan to learn more about the coun¬ 
try’s culture and art. 

Mr Lawrence, 44, said Anthony was 
looking to save for the trip while Faye 
was at university in Cardiff. 

He said: “It was something they had 
spoken about, it was a dream 

“They had spoken about the future a 
lot, they were together a lot and loved 
each other.”

Tragedy highlights river and reservoir dangers 


THE death last week of a 21 -year- 
old Oswestry man has highlighted 
locally the dangers of swimming 
in rivers and reservoirs. 

Rescue services across the country have 
been issuing warnings about the risks of 
taking to the water during the current 
heatwave as incident levels grow - several 
in Shropshire in the last month. 

Swimming at such locations does look 
inviting but the reality is very different 
and can have tragic consequences. 

Open water can hold hidden dangers. 
Looking calm on the surface, it may often 
hide strong undercurrents. The water can 
be deep, and there are often sudden drops 
and underwater obstacles that you cannot 
see. 

Believing that reservoirs are safer to 
swim in is not always true either. They 
can be very treacherous. The water is nor¬ 



mally extremely cold and in such contrast 
to the air temperature can cause muscles 
to cramp. 

And you can never tell what might be 
lurking just under the surface of reser¬ 
voirs, which are often far deeper than you 
think. 

Jumping in to cool off may seem very 
inviting but let’s all take care out there.

Tributes paid to town's 
first driving instructor

TRIBUTES have been paid to the 
man widely recognised as the first 
driving instructor in Oswestry 
after he died aged 75. 

Les Jones taught thousands of people 
to drive during his 30-year career - 
including his wife Beryl. 

He had a small family with just one 
brother, Ray, who currently lives in Birming¬ 
ham, and one daughter, Lesley Laker, who 
was named after him. 

Mrs Laker said he died on July 8 at 
Meadowbrook Care Home in Gobowen, 
where he had lived since Beryl died in 
December 2007. 

She said: “He was one of those people. 
He worked very hard but was always smil¬ 
ing. He was a very happy person. 

Taught 

“He met my mum by teaching her to 
drive, then they both became driving 
instructors. They married in October 1974 
and were married for over 30 years.” 

Les was one of the first driving instruc¬ 
tors in the area, starting his business in 
the early 1960s, and taught many of the 
town’s older driving instructors to drive. 

“He taught thousands of people to drive 
over the years, and in the 1960s he had a 
fleet of 10 driving school cars,” Mrs Laker 
said. “And he taught everything that 
moved - cars and buses, and he was an 
examiner for motorbikes.” 

One of Les’s ambitions was to run a 
pub, and in 1994 he took over the 
Wynnstay in Llansillin. 

Mrs Laker said: “As a youngster grow¬ 
ing up he always wanted his own business, 
which he got with the driving school, and 
then he wanted to have a pub, which he 
also achieved.” 

Mr and Mrs Jones ran the pub and also

operated a meals on wheels service 
to local people until October 2001, 
when they decided it was time to 
retire. 

But even after retiring, Mr 
Jones continued to be involved 
with driving, volunteering for 
Dial-a-ride and helping older peo¬ 
ple without transport of get to doc¬ 
tors’ appointments. 

Mrs Laker said her dad loved 
doing things with his family. 

“He was very chuffed when my 
son Harry came along in July 


2006,” she said. “He loved being a 
grandad. 

“He was quite family-orientated 
and he had to be involved in 
things - he hated sitting still and 
doing nothing.” 

His other great love was local 
football, and for many years he 
was heavily involved with Trefo- 
nen Football Club as chairman, 
and then with Morda FC as chair¬ 
man. The funeral took place on 
Monday at All Saints Parish 
Church in Trefonen.

If I buy business, can I stop current owner from poaching my 
clients and staff 

Q: I am considering buying a business as a going concern. I understand that the seller has a loyal client base and I hope to retain it 
by buying him out. Is there anything I can do to prevent him approaching his former clients and employees, or setting up a similar 
business in the area? 

A: This is a common situation and you should make full enquiries of the Seller as to what are their intentions following any sale of the 
business. If you agree to purchase the business, you should have a written agreement drawn up by solicitors which deals with all 
aspects of the business, including what will happen to any equipment, stock, employees, liabilities and so forth. 

In order to prevent the Seller from competing with you after the business is sold, the sale and purchase agreement should contain ‘restrictive 
covenants’ which seek to prevent the seller from doing certain things after the sale, including setting up business in competition with you. The 
agreement should also contain appropriate covenants to prevent the seller from approaching existing customers or suppliers of the business, taking 
the business’s employees with them or approaching them later with offers of work, using or sharing trade secrets and generally competing with the 
business. These restrictive covenants are usually limited in both geographical area and time, as this will help to ensure it is enforceable. 

If a covenant is to be relied upon, it must be seen by the courts as reasonable in all aspects, in the interests of both parties and necessary to protect 
the buyer’s interest. The covenant may otherwise be ruled unreasonable by the Courts. 

You should always take legal advice before purchasing a business to ensure that the documentation is accurate and enforceable, and contains all of 
the provisions which are required to protect your interests and to ensure that you get what you are paying for..

Figures show an increase 
of 4.4 per cent in the use of 
single-use carrier bags in 
England, while Wales 
showed a 76 per cent 
decrease in usage. Wales 
introduced a charge in Octo¬ 
ber 2011 and new figures 
provide the first full year’s 
reporting. 

The scheme applies to all 
single-use carrier bags 
regardless of material, with 
some obvious exceptions, 
such as small bags required 
for fresh meat or fish. It 
reduces unnecessary waste 
and litter, helping to reduce 
costly pollution of our seas, 
countryside and towns. 

To date, the Government 
has done nothing more than 
say it will ‘monitor’ the 
scheme in Wales, despite the 
initiative reporting a signif¬ 
icant reduction in bags in 
the first three months, the 
popularity of the scheme 
increasing and people 
reporting less litter. North¬ 
ern Ireland introduced a 
scheme in April this year 
and Scotland has confirmed 
it will do so in 2014. 

The Government has also 
said it is worried about the 
impact of a charge on house¬ 
holds in difficult times. 
However, it is not compul¬ 
sory to buy a bag, so the 
charge is avoidable through 
making use of the many 
inexpensive and robust 
reusable bags now available. 

Evidence shows that a 
Bag for Life used x4 has the 
best environmental impact 
so it’s possible for shoppers 
to find bags they can reuse. 

The figures showing an 
increase in bag use in Eng¬ 
land and a massive decrease 
in Wales are resounding evi¬ 
dence for the Government to 
introduce a charge on car¬ 
rier bags in England. We are 
now the only nation left not 
to apply a 5p charge. There 
is nothing left to monitor. 

It is clear that the scheme 
works, is popular with shop¬ 
pers and isn’t a burden on 
shop owners. 

If the Government takes 
the findings of its own Waste 
Review seriously, telling us 
to reduce waste first, before 
reuse and then recycling, it 
must support a charge on 
carrier bags. 

England cannot be the 
only home nation not to ben¬ 
efit from such a scheme.

Break the Bag Habit 


Stop genetic tinkering on mice 


DESPITE a post-election pledge by the 
coalition government to reduce animal 
experiments, new official figures show 
that the total has again risen. 

The Home Office points out that the 
dramatic increase is due to more GM 
mice being used, but genetically-alter¬ 
ing mice does not make them unfeel¬ 
ing, disposable lab tools. In fact, 
Animal Aid’s recent report, Science 
Corrupted (available at 

animalaid.org.uk), found that GM 
mice suffer terribly. 

The genetic modification process 
itself involves painful procedures 


including major surgery and castra¬ 
tion, and has resulted in mice pups 
being born with water on the brain, 
cleft palate, exposed internal organs, 
missing limbs and severely malformed 
heads. 

The intention of genetic tinkering is 
to induce in the mice cancer, heart fail¬ 
ure, dementia and other diseases but 
the results fall well short on scientific 
grounds by being poor equivalents of 
the human conditions. 

In addition to the suffering caused 
by the deliberately induced afflictions, 
some mice face further torments such 


as being poisoned, injected with acid, 
or given electric shocks. And all for 
what? Time and time again it has been 
proven that therapies that work effec¬ 
tively in GM mice ‘models’ fail when 
administered to human patients. 

Researchers must abandon archaic 
animal tests and adopt progressive, 
human-based science instead, for the 
benefit of people and animals. Contact 
Animal Aid if you would like to help us 
end the suffering.

Warning over 
rogue traders 

PEOPLE in the Welshpool area are being 
urged to be on guard when approached by 
sellers offering services following a spate of 
incidents involving rogue traders. 

Powys County Council said it was team¬ 
ing up with the Trading Standards Insti¬ 
tute, the Office of Fair Trading, 
Dyfed-Powys Police and Citizens Advice to 
provide advice on how to deal with unin¬ 
vited and invited doorstep sellers. 

It said it was also on the lookout for inap¬ 
propriate and illegal sales tactics and pes¬ 
tering texts, e-mails and unexpected phone 
calls. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said it had received 
about a dozen complaints in the past couple 
of months about rogue trader activity. 

The council said its Trading Standards 
Service had information about people sell¬ 
ing power tools and gardening services. 

The council said it has put together some 
advice to help people buy with safety on the 
doorstep. Contact (01686) 617524. 


But a decision on future plans for Howell 
Drive and Woodside were put off until this 
month for further discussions to take place. 

The changes will be made by the county 
council, but it has asked Welshpool Town 
Council for its views before going ahead. 

The town council will recommend that 
double yellow lines be taken along both 
sides of the length of Howell Drive. But it 
recommends the planned double yellow 
lines in Woodside be reduced by a third. 

Councillors signed off on the majority of 
proposals at the meeting last month but 
wanted further time to consider the propos¬ 
als for the two streets. 

The changes would also see a ban on lor¬ 
ries unloading in the town between 7am 
and 9am and 4pm to 5.30pm to help tackle 
hold-ups in the town centre. 

Other areas where the lines could be 
extended are Oldford Rise and Oldford 
Close, with car parking spaces built on the 
grassed area in front of the flats. 

The lines will also be extended in Bowling 
Green Lane, Church Road, Chelsea Lane 
and Severn Street. 

Yellow lines could also be extended fur¬ 
ther down Red Bank, in Brookfield Road 
and some corners further into the cul-de-sac 
by the school entrance. 

Waiting times on the street will now also 
all be limited to 45 minutes in all bays 
except for outside the sorting office in Sev¬ 
ern Street, which is to be 15 minutes.

Hundreds flock to town 
for model railway show

HUNDREDS of people turned out 
to see Oswestry’s first model rail¬ 
way show in 40 years which was 
held on Sunday. 

The Cambrian RailEx was organised 
by the Borders Model Railway Club and 
Cambrian Heritage Railways, and took 
place at Oswestry Station. 

And the day was so successful that organ¬ 
isers have said it will now become an annual 
event. 

Enthusiasts from around the county set 
up 16 model railway layouts on the ground 
and first floors of the Victorian building, 
including a model of the Algar Valley, a 
1950s British Railways-era Motley Shed, 
and a 7mm scale Bumph Mine. 

A larger scale model train gave rides to 
children and their parents on the platform 
of the station while full-sized trains ran 
alongside, and a vintage bus carried passen¬ 
gers from Oswestry to Llynclys Station, 
which is also owned by the heritage railway. 

Exhibition manager Kevin Whittle said: 
“It will definitely be an annual event now. 
We’ve had hundreds of visitors, 16 layouts, 
four trade stalls, the ride on the platform 
and a man with a display of vintage railway 
tickets from the local area. 

“The displays are all over the building, 
and I think it’s probably the first time peo¬ 
ple have been able to see a display upstairs 
in the station, so it was lovely to be able to 
show that part of the building to visitors. 

“This is such an important railway with 
the works next door and being the head¬ 
quarters of the Cambrian Railway and a big 
junction. We wanted to give a bit of a push

to the Cambrian Heritage Railway and the 
station trust.” 

Fred Newall, chairman of Oswestry 
Model Engineering Society, brought along 
the large-scale model which was on display 
on the platform. The model is usually kept 
at Park Hall, where visitors can take a ride 
on a quarter of a mile of track. 

“This is like a bigger version of the mod¬ 
els on display inside,” he said. “The mem¬ 
bers built the train themselves. It’s a model 
of a slate quarry loco like you’d find on the 
Welsh railways. 

“All our members have got various mod¬ 
els in their sheds, so it’s a hobby that needs 
a lot of space, but it’s lovely when we can 
bring it out and see the kids enjoying them¬ 
selves having a ride.”

“It was much better than we expected.”

He said: “They are trying to save £4,000 
but Llanfyllin is one of the strongest bal¬ 
anced accounts.” Last week’s meeting was 
told the centre would be open on a Saturday 
for events such as children’s parties but 
they would have to be pre-booked. 

Councillor Lewis said: “There was no 
consultation. Llanfyllin is doing well but we 
are being lumped in with everything else. 

“We are going to cut back and we will lose 
money because of it. It is a vicious circle. 

“They say the footfall is not enough to 
keep it open. They will say you could go to 
Welshpool but we don’t want people to go to 
Welshpool.” 

Councillor George Stroud said he did not 
agree it was a good decision to close the cen¬ 
tre on a Saturday just to save £77 a week.

Grants attract

It’s a shame that 
so many excellent ideas will miss out in this 
round - unfortunately we have limited 
funds; they may be successful in round two 
which we plan to launch towards the end of 
this year. In the meantime, I’m delighted 
that our initial £80,000 will be shared out 
across the region to help improve the lives 
of the people in our communities.”

Before the meeting, David Preston, 
Oswestry town council clerk, wrote to 
Shropshire Council’s passenger transport 
team to ask if local bus services could be 
diverted on market days to drop customers 
off near to the market. 

The town council has received a reply 
from Shropshire Council’s highways and 
transport planning commissioner (North) 
Matt Johnson saying that he would be 
happy to look at the routing of any new 
services, such as those likely to be intro¬ 
duced following development on the town’s 
Smithfield livestock market site, when they 
were closer to being introduced.

Singer Ally hitting right note 
as tracks win radio play time 


MUSICAL success doesn’t always come easy, but jazz singer/song¬ 
writer Ally Kemp is enjoying life in the spotlight after gaining airplay 
time on national and local radio. 

Ally, from Oswestry, started singing freestyle at the age of four while busking with her 
musician father on trains in the West Country. And the love performing grew as Ally then 
began writing songs and performing first at open mic nights and then attracting her own 
bookings. But she admitted her way of writing is somewhat unusual. 

“I have a unique ability I think to write a song with melody and lyrics on the fly. In fact, 


most of my recorded songs begin in this 
way,” she said. “I would say my music is jazz 
laced with a tinge of blues/folk and a hint of 
the unexpected.” 

Last year she teamed-up with Nigel 
Mervyn, of Llanfyllin-based music produc¬ 
tion company ScorpioSongs, to start work 
on a new album. 

He said: “When I first met Ally, and she 
sang and played guitar to me, she took me 
on a mood journey and captured an atmos¬ 
phere with her dark, caramel, jazzy voice. 
There was also an honesty and passion, and 
something totally ‘herself’ about Ally’s 
voice. 

“There’s a timeless quality to Ally’s 
music, somehow reminiscent of a time and 
place way back when, but sounding contem¬ 
porary and fresh.” 

While Ally is busy in the studio working 
on her debut album, due for release at the 
end of this year, her music is quickly catch¬ 
ing on with fans and radio professionals. 

And this month, having released six 
tracks as a result of her work with Scor¬ 
pioSongs, her acoustic track The Strangers 
You Know has been played on BBC local 
radio as the BBC Introducing show’s song 
of the month. 

BBC Introducing DJs Rob Fanner, Josh 
Withey and Sam Fleet described her records 
as “just smooth, very smooth” with Reach 
For The Universe praised as being “atmos¬ 
pheric” and “sensual”. 



Before the local radio exposure this 
month, Ally made her radio debut on Alyn 
Shipton’s Jazz Record Requests show, 
broadcast on BBC Radio 3, when Alyn pre¬ 
sented Ally alongside a selection of lis¬ 
tener’s jazz choices. 

And her music has reached other main¬ 
stream broadcast channels as well including 
Jazz FM, where she was been described as 
the “new British talent discovery”. 

But despite her spreading fame, Ally has 
not forgotten where she started and is very 
involved in the local music scene, perform¬ 
ing and hosting jazz open mic evenings. She 
has played in numerous bands and recently 
had a spell as guitarist and singer in a large 
salsa/latino group. 

“Having The Strangers You Know made 
record of the month for BBC Shropshire 
Radio, as an artist, made me feel acknowl¬ 
edged and very proud,” said Ally. 

“Along with life’s events my inspiration 
comes from the people I listened to when I 
was young. Fats Domino, Sarah Vaughan,

Janis Joplin, Jimi Hendrix and Elvis. For 
me, they were real and very magical. 

“Today, I feel we have lost this raw indi¬ 
vidualism and freedom of expression. People 
worry to much about what others think of 
them, instead of creating something from 
the heart,” she added. 

“I am fluid, play and sing on an emo¬ 
tional level. Singing jazz since I was small 
has helped with my freedom of expression. 
Sometimes when I sing live I add extra 
verses into my songs usually made up on the 
fly, nothing is really set and thankfully I 


work with a group of talented musicians 
who are similar and lock onto this way of 
performing. 

“This keeps the performance fresh, alive, 
while adding sprinkles of excitement which 
the audience picks up on.”

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Pair hit on winning formula 
for long-range renovation

THE stress of organising a mas¬ 
sive property renovation project 
while living hundreds of miles 
away would put most couples to 
the test, but the pair taking on 
such a challenge in St Martins 
seemed to have a hit on a winning 
formula - letting the lady make the 
decisions. 

Uber-organised Alex Glenn and laid- 
back Martin Boakes featured in the 
opening episode of BBC Two’s new 
series of Restoration Home last week. 

It focused on their efforts in turning a 
dilapidated north Shropshire farmhouse into 
their dream home in just six months - a time- 
frame that proved to be overly optimistic. 

Collapse 

Rock Farm in St Martins, near Oswestry, 
was only a couple of years away from poten¬ 
tial collapse before being taken on by Alex 
and Martin. 

The pair commuted from Bedfordshire as 
they attempted to complete their hugely 
ambitious plans for the Grade II-listed Geor¬ 
gian farmhouse, with a renovation that began 
early last year. 

As they faced a variety of challenges and 
setbacks which saw the project run over time 
and over budget, Alex and Martin were 
spending months living out of hotels. 

The couple managed to remain upbeat as 
problems with crumbling chimneys, rotten 
woodwork and wrongly-sized windows 
stacked up. 

Their grand project was put to the test by 
a five-week delay caused by a miscommunica-

tion about the special replacement windows for 
the listed farmhouse. 

But the pair managed to make it through 
with an apparent minimum of tension between 
them, thanks to a combination of Alex’s perpet¬ 
ual optimism and Martin’s calm approach. 

Martin was happy to take a back seat on the 
plans for the home, with Alex’s ‘mood boards’ 
driving the vision for the restored building. 

The only room he asked to choose the decor 
for was his study, but even then he was given 
some ‘assistance’ with selecting the wallpaper. 

But by the end of the show, and despite run¬ 


ning around £30,000 over budget due to various 
delays and challenges, the pair were left with a 
truly beautiful home which they had helped to 
save through determination against the odds. 

While their labour of love was unfolding, 
there was also plenty for local history buffs to 
enjoy about the programme. 

Uncover 

The show’s architectural and historical 
experts hit the archives to try and discover 
more about the property’s background. 

Their efforts to uncover more about the prop¬ 


erty’s past began to bear fruit as intriguing 
information came to light about the building’s 
former owners - the Edwards farming family 
who helped establish a school in nearby Dudle- 
ston. 

But it turned out the Georgian farmhouse 
was not even the most historically important 
building in the grounds. 

Instead it was the rather-ignored barn to the 
left of the main house that turned out to be a 
somewhat unlikely jewel in the crown. 

Research discovered the building dated back 
to the 15th century and was likely to have been 


the kitchen block attached to a country house 
in the grounds. 

The couple were thrilled as they were told the 
building is one of the best examples of a 15th 
century building in the country, making it a site 
of national importance. 

But after all their efforts, the twist in the tale 
came at the end of the show as it was revealed 
the barn would soon be in need of its own 
restoration project. 

Martin said: “If we leave it, it will fall down. 
We are going to do it again.” Better get those 
mood boards out again, Alex. . .

At the award ceremony in London’s 
Savoy Hotel the Owens heard they 
had beaten strong competition from 
all over the country to take the title. 

But after receiving the award they 
admitted: “We’re not perfect.” 

Jeff and Mary Owen and their three 
children received the award at the cer¬ 
emony and then told of the minor nig¬ 
gles in their happy home.

Summer season of concerts 
starring the grasshoppers 


WHEN writing a weekly column on wildlife, it is sometimes a chal¬ 
lenge to seek-out and research your chosen subject. 

Mammals are unpredictable in their movements, largely shy and often secretive. Any 
bird other than the garden variety can also be the same. Fish and amphibians can only be 
reliably sought out at specific times of the year and reptiles are perhaps the hardest of the 
lot. My advice; insects. And there is one group of insects in particular which is synonymous 
with summer: the Orthoptera. 

Members of the Orthoptera family are probably the easiest animals to find whilst just 
wandering through any field you care to 
mention for they are found in abundance 
here in North Shr opshire. Hot days bring 
the restful sound of their calling (‘stridulat- 
ing’) from the long grass, as the males 
advertise their territories. Although they 
may be initially difficult to spot due to their 
green or brown colour, they soon hop to 
reveal themselves if disturbed giving not together. But what’s the use in making

Now is the very best time to see and hear 
our Orthoptera. Grasshoppers lay their eggs 
in dry soil and the nymphs emerge from it 
around April or May the following year. 

There is no pupa or chrysalis stage in 
their life cycle; they simply grow, and molt 
several times until they reach adult size 
around July. The adults can survive until 
November, but usually die off when the win¬ 


ter weather sets in. However with a full 
summer season of concerts and audible 
shows to wow their mates and impress other 
species besides, to me they certainly appear 
to give themselves a glorious send-off.

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Plenty of style, but ADAM 
just fails to make A-grade 



IF YOU fall into the style conscious 
bracket and need a car that offers 
unprecedented levels of personali¬ 
sation Vauxhall’s new city car ADAM 
could be up your street. 

The all-new ADAM has been getting mixed 
reviews but it does offer A-segment customers 
the chance to create a really bespoke option. 

And ADAM has scooped the best interior 
design in a production car award at the Automo¬ 
tive Interiors EXPO 2013, beating stiff competi¬ 
tion from the Alfa 4C, Jaguar F-Type, Renault 
Clio and the new Range Rover. 

The tiny lifestyle car offers endless combina¬ 
tions for interior-styling and is Vauxhall’s first 
entrant into a segment which has grown by 30 
per cent since 2000. 

Personalisation begins with the selection of 
one of three trim levels - JAM, GLAM and SLAM. 

The next level of customisation comes with the 
addition of option packs, and from here the pos¬ 
sibilities are endless, with the choice of 12 body 
colours, 15 seat designs, 20 alloy wheel styles, 
three printed headliners and no less than 18 inte¬ 
rior decor panels. 

The little Vauxhall also benefits from much 
higher levels of technology than in many com¬ 
petitors including IntelliLink, a new infotainment 
system which integrates the driver’s smart 
phone and makes internet based applications 
available on the fascia mounted touch screen.

Other features include a new-generation Park 
Assist that automatically parks the car, a Side 
Blind Spot Alert and a power steering system 
including a ‘light touch’ CITY mode. 

The ADAM gets top marks for appearance 
and gizmo packs but looks don’t mean every¬ 
thing and the ride is too firm, handling isn’t 
assured and while the driving position is good, 
with loads of adjustment, you wouldn’t want to 
travel far as a rear seat passenger. 

Boot space is also poor and get nowhere near 
the golf club test, would disappoint the busy 
shopper and compares badly against the oppo¬ 
sition. 


Steering on the GLAM 1,4i on test was 
responsive at low speeds but there was a bit too 
much rear-end twitching in bends for my liking 
and low gearing meant plenty of noise at high 
speed. 

All ADAMS come with stability control and six 
airbags, two in the front, two at the side and a 
pair of curtain ‘bags, ESP and ABS. 

You get air-con, Bluetooth, a DAB radio as 
standard, steering wheel mounted audio con¬ 
trols, cruise control and trip computer. 

The on-the-road price of the test model was 
£13,270 but IntelliLinks costs an extra £275, 
paintwork £250, leather pack £900,17inch alloy 


wheels £400, a multi-coloured interior light pack 
£125, tyre pressure monitoring £200 and floor 
mats £50 which pushes the cost up to £15,470 - 
a lot of money for such a small car. 

A start-stop system helps the ADAM produce 
55.4mpg on the combined cycle and you can 
get 0-62mph in 12.5secs and a top speed of 
109mph - though I wouldn’t recommend travel¬ 
ling at that speed in this model. 

There’s probably enough people out there 
who will be tempted by the individual design 
aspects of this model to keep Vauxhall happy 
and the company does need to compete in the 
A-segment.

Ford’s new Torneo may look rather like a Transit van from 
the outside, but here appearances can be deceptive. In fact 
it can carry between two and nine people with all their lug¬ 
gage in car-like comfort, and with the same safety and econ¬ 
omy. 

The short wheelbase version tested, which costs £26,345, 
was the eight-seat option. 

Side steps and two large sliding doors give access to the 
six seats, in two rows of three in the rear. 

The newly-designed seats provide the sort of passenger 
room you expect from a luxury limo, but they can be easily 
folded or removed altogether for ultimate flexibility for luggage 
or awkward loads. 

There’s a wide-opening rear tailgate which is glazed and 
includes a wash/wipe system. 

Apart from the business/family user, the Torneo’s versaility 
is likely to make it popular with the outdoor type - carrying 
bikes, riders and their camping gear, for example. It will be a 
hit with taxi and minibus operators, too. 

The rear passenger and load areas are, of course, car¬ 
peted, plus there are sun blinds and individual air conditioning 
outlets, as well as map-reading lights and theatre-style dimming courtesy 
lights. The Torneo is powered by a 2.2 litre turbo diesel with 153bhp and a 
hefty 365Nm of torque which performs smoothly and quietly. It’s also capable 
of averaging better than 43mpg. There’s a six-speed gearbox, operated by 


a short-throw, slick lever mounted on a pod just at the driver’s fingertips. The 
driver also gets a heated seat, leather steering wheel and a stereo with Ford’s 
SYNC system, for voice-activation of the audio and hands-free phone sys¬ 
tems. 

Rain-sensing wipers, automatic headlights, electrically adjustable and 
heated mirrors, a cruise control and speed limiter also make things easier 
behind the wheel. 

From the driver’s point of view the Torneo’s size is well-disguised. It doesn’t 
feel any larger or more clumbersome than an average family 
car. Good brakes and sharper steering also contribute to its 
user-friendly nature. 

The driving position is high for excellent visibility, it’s com¬ 
fortable and the controls are light and well positioned. 

There are parking sensors to give you audible warnings in 
a tight spot. 

I tested the Torneo solo, which from experience isn’t the 
best way to sample the ride quality. 

By their very nature such vehicles are designed to carry 
much more than the average car load so the suspension can 
seem a bit firm. It isn’t harsh, but I’m sure the ride gets better 
with a bit of weight on board. 

The vehicle has an electronic stability system, plus front, 
side and curtain airbags which helped it to become the first 
in its class ever to be awarded a maximum five stars in the 
EuroNCAP crash safety tests. 

Apart from the two seating options (eight or nine) there is 
also a long wheelbase Torneo, with even more load space 
behind the third row of seats. 

This latest version is even bigger than its predecessor, with 
masses of head, leg and shoulder room no matter where you’re sitting.If 
space is what you need the Torneo is the big hitter, with more seats and 
cargo room than competitors based on car platforms: it’s nearest rival is per¬ 
haps the Volkswagen Caravelle. This latest version is also a convincing 
alternative in terms of comfort and driveability, too.

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Former head

PHIL Woosnam, the Mont¬ 
gomeryshire footballer who 
became commissioner of the 
North American Soccer 
League (NASL), has died at 
the age of 80. 

He passed away near 
Atlanta, Georgia, from com¬ 
plications related to prostate 
cancer and Alzheimer's dis¬ 
ease. 

Woosnam was born in 
mid-Wales and had a suc¬ 
cessful football career in 
Britain before heading 
across the Atlantic to the 
America in 1966. 

He has been described as 
the father of US professional 
soccer. 

The cousin of Welsh golfer 
Ian Woosnam, a one time 
Oswestry resident, he played 
football with Mont¬ 
gomeryshire Schoolboys and 
gained youth international 
honours with Wales. 

His playing career 
included spells at Wrexham, 
Caersws and Aberystwyth 
Town and he made his sen¬ 
ior international debut for 
Wales against Scotland in 
1959 whilst still an amateur. 

Before moving to the US, 
Woosnam played for English 
clubs including Leyton Ori¬ 
ent, West Ham and Aston 
Villa and won 17 interna¬ 
tional caps for Wales. 

After managing and play¬ 
ing for the Atlanta Chiefs, 
he coached the national 
team before being made 
commissioner of the NASL, 
a role he held from 1969- 
1983. 

“Phil Woosnam was a true 
pioneer of soccer in the 
United States in every sense 
of the word and his contri¬ 
bution to the sport in this 
country is immeasurable,” 
said NASL Commissioner 
Bill Peterson. “He took soc¬ 
cer into unchartered waters 
and, through his passion, 
carried the game on his 
shoulders for many years. 
Our thoughts are with his 
family.”

A SECOND half turnaround left The New Saints facing an early Cham¬ 
pions League exit as Polish giants Legia Warsaw took a firm grip of 
the second qualifying round tie. 

For the first 45 minutes of the first leg clash, the only fire that Legia showed at Wrex¬ 
ham’s Racecourse was when their army of fans lit a mass of red flares in the stand pre¬ 
kick off.

Warsaw. 

“We were not aggressive 
enough in the first half, I 
was unhappy so I decided to 
change two players which 
made us more offensive,” 
said Urban. 

TNS director of football 
Craig Harrison admitted the 
changes made a significant 
difference to the tie, adding: 

“I was surprised Furman did 
not start, he is a quality 
player and was someone we 
had planned to face.
